NEW  ORLEANS  (BP)  -  A 
Texas  law  passed  last  summer 
that  tightened  the  state’s  abor¬ 
tion  regulations  has  been  up¬ 
held  by  the  federal  Fifth  Oreuit 
Court  of  Appeals. 

The  much-antidpated  ruling 
from  the  three-judge  panel  in 
New  Orleans  was  unanimous.

Appeals  court:  churches  can  t 
meet  in  NYC  public  schools 


NEW  YORK  CITY  (BP)  -  Dozens  of 
churches  stand  to  lose  their  meeting 
places  in  New  York  City  public  schools 
after  another  unfavorable  court  ruling.

Bronx  Household  of  Faith,  the  church 
involved  in  the  lawsuit,  is  considering 
whether  to  appeal  to  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court,  or  beyond  the  three-judge  panel 
that  made  the  decision  to  the  full  areals 
court,  its  lawyer  said. 

"The  court  system  s  capricious  and 
bizarre  mistreatment  of  churches  is  an

in  Nashville.  “Church  plants,  operating 
withir  die  rules  and  doing  nothing  to

Kevin  udl,  president  of  the  North 
American  Mission  Board  (NAMB)  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Al- 
nharrtta,  Ga.,  said  in  a  written  state-

tive  impact  on  all  faith  groups  that  often 

make  use  of  public  spaces.  These  groups 
pay  to  rent  the  space.  We  are  not  asking 

"rSim  the  Second  Circuit  Court 
of  Appeals  and  New  York  City  govern¬ 
ment  officials  have  made  a  poor  deci¬ 
sion  that  ultimately  conflicts  with  the 
U.S.  Constitution  and  will  be  over¬ 
turned.  In  the  meantime,  we  will  do 
everything  we  can  to  be  sure  New  York 
City  residents  will  be  able  to  worship 
freely  near  their  homes." 

NAMB  has  no  record  of  Southern 
Baptist  chinches  now  meeting  in  New 
York  City  schools,  but  seven  reportedly 
were  using  .city  school  facilities  as  re¬ 
cently  as  2012.  About  8o  congregations 
regularly  use  school  buildings  for  wor¬ 
ship  services,  according  to  a  court  fil¬ 
ing  by  the  dty  in  2012,  The  New  York 
Times  reported 

The  Board  of  Education's  policy  pro¬ 
hibits  "religious  worship  services"  or  us¬ 
ing  a  school  building  as  a  "house  of  wor¬ 
ship"  outside  normal  hours,  even  though 
it  permits  individuals  and  other  organi¬ 
zations  to  use  the  facilities  for  activities. 

However,  the  rule  allows  religious 
groups  to  use  schools  “for  prayer,  sing¬ 
ing  hymns,  religious  instruction,  ex¬ 
pression  of  religious  devotion,  or  the 
discussion  of  issues  from  a  religious 
point  of  view,"  according  to  the  Second 
Circuit  Court. 

In  a  2-1  decision,  the  Second  Circuit 
panel  ruled  the  policy  infringed  upon 
neither  of  the  First  Amendment  s  reli¬ 
gion  i-Imw  —  the  right  to  exercise  re¬ 
ligion  freely  and  the  ban  on  government 
establishment  of  religion.
